BNUBBING A VICEROY, 


The following Iroperial deerce, dated Ist 
Februnry, is translated by the V.-C, Daily 
News :— 7 

Wo have received a joint memorial from 
Chung Chih-tung, Vievroy of Hunan and 
Flupeh, aud Ya Yin-lin, Governor of Ha- 
peh, with reference to our command last 
year that *Viceroys and Gurernors of pro- 
vinees shall make all possivle haste to 
investigate the UVustous, Sut, and Likin 
departinents within their jurisdictions *und 
find out whit perquisites have beon with- 
held from the Govornment, and also what 
economics should be observed in order to 
divert the money saved into the Imperial 
Exchequer.’ ‘Yhe joint memorialists 
declave that, after careful investization 
into these three dopattmenta, in Hapch 
{ province, and an attempted reorganisation 
fof the land. taxes und tribute jiew 
departments they find that nothing nore 
ean bo expected from them, as they havo 
ulready been made to give up all their 
| Superiiuaus revenues. ‘Vhey algo complain 
that the Bonrd uf Revenue has of late years 
imiade so mauy extra calls upon ihe provin- 
feial revenues that new, even, with the 
greatest econbmy, they find it tustdifficult 
fo carry on the regular government work, 
nor huve they any surpluses now to’ fall 
back upon whenever the exigencies of the 
time demand. extra expenses. Finally, 
after carcful deliberation. the joint mem- 
onalists find that all they can, therefore, do 
is that the Viceroy shall contribute CIs. 
2,000 and the Governor aud his civil pubur- 
dinates, conjointly, Tls. 7,70) annually, 
| whieh they Leg the ‘Lhrone to accept us ‘a 
jeuutribution trom Hupeh province, ute. 
| New, owing to the dimeulty of obtain- 
ing sulliciout moucy for hnperial expenses 
‘which the present crisis dumunds of us,
